On e of the common est American beliefs is that 
most crimin als are men tally defectiv e, an d that 
the crime wav e wou ld ebb to a ripple if on ly 
’some way cou ld be fou n d of pu ttin g a serv ice- 
'able min d in to the head of each crook. 
| 
Now, howev er, Dr. Amos T. Baker, psy ciatrist 
at Sin g Sin g prison , comes alon g to tell u s that 
we’re mistaken . Addressin g a session of the 
American Orthopsy chiatric Association in Balti­ 
more the other day , he declared that the men ­ 
tality of most crimin als compares fav orably with 
th at of law-abidin g citizen s. 
Most crimin als, he said, go wron g becau se of 
u n fav orable home con dition s an d n ot becau se 
they are men tally deficien t. Heredity has little 
to do with fillin g prison s. En v iron men t is all-im­ 
portan t. 
It wou ld be more pleasan t, possibly , to stick 
to the older idea an d blame it all on heredity . 
T hat wou ld reliev e u s of all respon sibility . Bu t 
we can ’t do it, an d Dr. Baker’s remarks ou ght to 
make u s stop an d do a bit of thin kin g. 
That ex pression , “u n fav orable home con di­ 
tion s,” can cov er a whole lot of grou n d — an d 
society as a whole has a direct respon sibility in 
it. 
It cov ers, for ex ample, homes in city slu ms, 
where health con dition s are bad, food is poor an d 
the street is a child’s on ly play grou n d. 
It cov ers homes in certain min in g town s, where 
the workers are grou n d down by pov erty , liv e in 
con dition s of sicken in g squ alor an d cou n t them ­ 
selv es lu cky if they can ju st get en ou gh to eat 
from day to day . 
It cov ers homes in rotten ten emen ts which, if 
we had an y social con scien ce at all, wou ld be 
torn down n o m atter what the cost; homes on 
isolated back-cou n try farms where a child can 
grow u p withou t an y adv an tages whatsoev er; 
homes in du ll factory town s where a mill-own er 


is absolu te czar ov er all his workers — homes 
ev ery where, in short, th at belon g in what the so­ 
ciologists call the “u n der-priv ileged” stratu m . 
That is where ou r crime stems from. As lon g 
as society is willin g to let a large n u mber of 
hu man bein gs liv e in su ch homes it will hav e a 
n asty “crime problem.” We all share in the re­ 
spon sibility . 


NO CAUSE FOR FEAR 
Discu ssin g the work of the great organ ization 
which he has been called to head to make war 
again st hoardin g Col. Fran k Kn ox of Chicago 
cited the city of Au rora* Illin ois, as a strikin g 
illu stration of what the people of a commu n ity 
can do to help themselv es.

large portrait of W ashington in 
colors. 
Only a lim ited nu m ber of Hou ­ 
don bu sts were released by the 
national W ashington commission 
and the local chairm an was for­ 
tu nate- in being able to obtain 
one for u se in the Ru sh cou nty 
celebration. 
The Hou don bu st of G eneral 
W ashington was declared by the 
first president to be the best lik e­ 
ness of all m ade of him . It was 
m ade by order of the Virginia 
state legislatu re in 1785 and the 
original still adorns the capital 
bu ilding at Richm ond.
